5 . Liability Protection for Security Officers 


The current Intelligence Authorization Bill, which will 
soon be sent to the Congress, contains language which would 
offer added protection against liability for security officers 
when they perform actions on behalf of the government. The 
proposed language specifies that, in those cases which involve 
constitutional torts, the suits would revert bac k to the 
government, and not to the individual officer. A regulation 
which guarantees Security professionals legal counsel at 
government expense has been in effect for the past year. The 
Agency is also looking into the establishment of a group 
insurance policy with a reputable insurance firm to protect 
individuals against such legal actions. (U)
